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20,000 PRISONERS CAPTURED BY BRITISH IN EGYPTIAN 
DESERT; 400 GUNS, 350 TANKS, ALSO THOUSANDS OF 
MECHANICAL TRANSPORT VEHICLES ARE DESTROYED 


British Spokesman Says There is Reason to Believe British 
Spearhead is Now Well to West of Mersa Matruh— But 
Feel Rommel Has Division As Yet Unengaged

LONI MTN, Nov. 7— British mobile forces now are oper­ 
ating south of Mersa Matruh in the Egyptian Desert, it was 
announced today at No. IO Downing Street. 
“The Prime Minister,” the announcement said, 
has re­ 
ceived a message from Gen. Sir I iarold R. L. G. Alexander 
that 20,000 prisoners have been captured. 400 guns, 350 tanks 
and several thousand mechanical transport vehicles captured 
or destroyed. 
While it cannot be* confirmed officially, a spokesman 
added, there is reason to believe that in view of the time lag in 
receipt of news in London tile British spearhead now' is well 
west of Mersa Matruh. 
At the beginning of the British offensive, the Allied forces 
in the forward area consisted of three armored divisions and 
seven infantry divisions. The Axis, meanwhile, had four ar­ 
mored divisions, five infantry divisions and three motorized 
divisions, the spokesman revealed. 
It is not unreasonable to assume, he declared, that Field 
Marshal Erwin Rommel still has divisions as yet unengaged.
